common Way. Such Perſons generally ſe 
write haſtily, by which Means a good t! 
Hand is ſpoiled, which the Uſe of Short- 8 
Hand will probably prevent. However, t. 
every one mult allow, that it is very com- v 
prehenſive, and of ſo much Service, as the f 
Time it faves him; and although the un 
Ready-writer only can copy verbatim from x 
an Orator, yet every one, by a little Prac- 
tice, may ſoon become a Proficient, and 
reap the full Benefit of this Art. 

After having examined all the beſt Short- 
Hands that had been publiſhed, I ima- 
gined that ſome Improvements might be 
made; and with this View I lately amuſed 
myſelf with forming this Hand, which I 1 
preſume, is more conciſe and intelligible ** 
than any other extant, 

Among all the Authors I have ſeen, __ 
none have laid down any Rules for com- 
poſing a Short-Hand ; and as the Plan on 
which this Hand is formed, is preſumed to

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Every Author muſt allow, that the more 


{imple a Hand is, the better it is; and 
allowing this, I am at a Loſs to know, 


why they have made their Alphabets ſo 


full of Compounds, if they knew what 
Conſonants came before and after each 
other; for no compound Character can be 
made ſo ſoon as a ſimple one, though the 
ſimple one be equal in Length to both 
Parts of the compound one; becauſe at 
every Point of Contact, there is ſome Re- 
tardation: Beſides, the more compound 
Characters there are in any Hand, the more 
unintelligible it is. 


It is allowed, that every Time the Pen 


is taken off, near as much Time is loſt, as 
is taken up in writing a Character; there- 
ſore, Mr. Angel to ſave Time, has left out 
all the Vowels, except at the Beginning, 
or End of a Word, where they are ſome- 
times expreſſed: But to what Purpoſe is 


it how ſhort a Hand is, if it be not intelli- 


gible; and whether a Hand can be intel- 
ligible, when the Vowels are omitted, let 
any one judge, when he has ſeen a Diſ- 
courſe written in the common Hand, with 


the Vowels left out, as in Mr. Angel's 


Short-Hand.

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Some Words, indeed, may be read very 


well, when the Vowels are left out, but 
others cannot; yet any one may leave them 
out, according as he can depend on his 


Memory, where the Characters will not 


coincide. 

Mr. Maſon as well as Mr. Gurney expreſs 
*Vowels where Mr. Angel does not, otherwiſe 
there is butlittle Difference between his Hand 
and Theirs : But if any one thinks proper 
to ſignify the Vowels, Mr. Angel's Method 


as well as theirs, is to denote à and e in 


the upper Place; ; and y in the Middle; 


o and u in the under Place. Thus they 
make no Diſtinction between à and e, or 
o and u, which muſt be very perplexing ; 


but if any one likes this Method, it will 


be more lineal, and anſwer as well in this 
Hand as in theirs. 

Many of Mr. Angel's ſingle and double 
Letters are very arbitrarily compounded, 
and ſo are his Prepoſitions and Termina- 


tions, which are very numerous; therefore, 


it is no Wonder that his Hand, with the 
Vowels left out, ſhould be ſhorter than any 


that expreſſes them. 


To compare one Hand with another, it 


is neceiiary, that one ſhould expreſs as

If a Learner ſhould find any y Difficulty 7 
in making ſuch double —— as pl, pr, 
&c. he may make them according to the 
Alphabet; but a very few Times copying 
the Letters over will make them eaſy and 
familiar, though it would be rather better 
at firſt to write with Pens made of Crow 
Quills, and to make the Characters lerge, 
that the Diſtinction between them may be.

The abſolute Characters in Plate 12, 
may be uſed or rejected at Pleaſure; or, 
according as they convey to the Mind the * 
Idea of the Word intended. Several Au- 
thors make more Uſe of the Letters in the 
common Hand in an arbitrary Way, than 
I have done; but it is much better for 
every one to appropriate the Letters in the 
common Round-Hand to fuch long Words 
or Phraſes, as moſt frequently occur in 
his particular Practice.

It is impoſſible from the Nature of the 
Thing, that the Characters of any tole- 
fable Hand ſhould differ greatly from thoſe 


of every other. Each Author that I have 


ſeen has many of the Characters that are 
in others, and ſeveral of the ſame Charac- 
ters in different Authors ſtand for the ſame 


Letters ; and therefore it cannot be expect- 


ed, that all thoſe that I have in common 
with them, ſhould differ from them in 
their Signification. Notwithſtanding this 


accidental Conincidence, I may venture to 


aſſert, that my Syſtem of Brachygraphy is 


very different from every other extant, - as 


will plainly appear to every impartial Prac- 
titioner : To whoſe Inſpection I humbly
